GREAT BRITAIN.

L ondon, March 22d.—In the House of 
Commons to-day the Under Foreign Secre­ 
tary said the French Government expressed 
a readiness to enter into a commercial treaty 
with England as soon as the tariff bill passed 
the Senate. 
Gladstone said the Government had re­ 
ceived a telegram from General Sir Evelyn 
Wood, stating that an arrangement had been 
made with the Boers, who eubstantially ac­ 
cept the British conditions. The conditions, 
Gladstone said, are the suzerai.it; of tl e 
Queen, British control of foreign relations 
and the establishment of a British Resident 
at the future capital.

The conditions 
also provide for the dispersal of the Boers 
forthwith and the temporary maintenance of 
a British garrison, which, however, are not 
to interfere with local affairs.

THE 
PANAMA 
CANAL. 


Reports from 
Panama indicate that 
though active measures are beiDg taken 
to begin the construction of M. Lesseps 
canal, the belief in its accomplishment is 
becoming very faint among those who 
ought to be in the best position to weigh 
th e enterprise judicially. 
M. Lesseps has 
now §00,000,000 to start upon, and when 
he has expended that amount he will call 
for §60,000,000 more. 
That will give him 
§120,000,000 in all, wherewith to build a 
canal which competent engineers have 
declared cannot cost less than §300,000,­ 
000. 
But not only is SI. Lesseps under 
obligations to hnild his canal for less than 
half the estimated c o st; he must pay out 
a large percentage of the capital he has in 
hand, in the form of interest. 
For this 
peculiar and emphatically Frenchy enter­ 
prise sets o rt with the distinct and openly 
avowed determination to pay interest out 
of its capital from the beginning, and it 
has been actually supposed 
that this 
amazing airangement would recommend 
it to the shrewder class of investors. 
The 
rational presumption is that the work wilj 
go on smoothly for the first two or three 
years, or until the first capital subscribed 
has been expended. 
W hen the second call 
is made, however, and especially when it 
is found that a third may be necessary, the 
trouble will begin. 
It has in fact been 
already suggested that there never was an 
enterprise which undertook with so little 
concealment to enrich its inside ring, and 
•which held out such plain cautionary sig­ 
nals to outsiders. 
No one supposes that 
hi. Lesseps will be impoverished by the 
undertaking, but the question is as to the 
fate of the investing public. 
These con­ 
siderations of course do not include the 
interstate political requirements of the 
case, but in that respect there is increasing 
evidence that difficulties are to be looked 
for. 
The probability tbat the rights of 
the United States on the isthmus may 
have to be enforced at no distant date, is 
in fact becoming greater, and the French- 
ification of the isthmus now proceeding is 
liable at almost any time to culminate iu 
local 
disorders which 
may necessitate 
American intervention, of course to the 
serious detrim ent of M. Lesseps’ project.

THE GREEK 
PROMPTITUDE. 


A dispatch states that the Greeks will 
move forward promptly unless the Western 
Powers persuade them to stand where they 
Are. 
The Greeks have, for a considerable 
period, had mnch more stomach for fight­ 
ing on paper than in 
reality. 
When 
brigandage and safe plunder and throat- 
cutting are to be done, these ingenious and 
progressive people are always on hand ; 
but when it comes to crossing bayonets 
with the hardy and ferocious soldiers of 
the Padishah they have with rare excep­ 
tions been wanting in enthusiasm. 
The 
Greek army is a very formidable one ao far 
as the w ritten vouchers go, but it has 
been intimated for some time that it is a 
very different affair in reality. 
No doubt 
there are some Greeks who really wish to 
fight the Turk, but it is to lie feared that 
the majority of those who are now crying 
“ On to Constantinople 1" are inspired 
rather by a wish to embarrass and destroy 
their own Government, than by any fran­ 
tic desire to expel the Moslem from Eu­ 
rope. 
In fact, unless tho Western Powers 
tie Turkey’s hands behind her back, there 
can be no doubt that she will so quickly 
dispose of her Greek antagonist as to cause 
the latter considerable astonishment and 
dismay. 
And it is perhaps the hope and 
expectation of this tying of the hands of 
Turkey that makes the Greeks so impa­ 
tient to advance and glut their revenge. 


In the manufacture and use of steel the 
Chinese appeared to have attained a very 
early and remarkable proficiency. 
Before 
1000 B. C., in the Han dynasty, iron-inas- 
ters were appointed in several districts to 
superintend the iron works. 
Steel contin­ 
ues to be manufactured in China np to the 
present day. 
James Henderson, a commis­ 
sioner of the Governor-General of Chillili, 
states tbat the steel which comes from the 
upper Yangtze to Teintsin is highly prized, 
and bears much higher prices than the 
Swedish steel imported into China, 


The eminent railroad manager, Mr. Jew- ¡ 
ett, has w ritten a letter to the 11 orld, Re­ 
cently in regard to some of the fuonstrous 
inventions of the “ anti-moTiopoly ” com­ 
munists, containing several statem ents so 
well and strongly put as to deserve pre­ 
servation and reproduction. W hat he sayB 
on the reckless employment of the term 
“ monopoly ” is specially worth attention, 
for one reason because it serves to show 
how flimsy and insubstantial are the found­ 
ations upon which the anti-railroad agita­ 
tion is built. 
The fact is that, as the Cin­ 
cinnati Commercial observes, “ the word 
11 monopoly is much misused. The true de- 
“ finition of the word Í9 the exclusion of 
“ competition. 
W here there are half a 
“ dozen great railroads competing with 
‘1 each other there is no monopoly. 
At 
“ present there is one telegraph company 
“ in possession of all the wires, but the 
“ earth and air are free, and if the com- 
“ panyis exacting and unaccommodating, 
“ poles and wire are cheap, and money and 
“ intelligence abundant. 
A3 long as the 
“ W estern 
Union 
Telegraph Company 
“ gives us a better and cheaper service 
‘1 than the Government could give we need 
“ not heed the cry of monopoly though one 
“ company does all the business.’ In truth 
this cant about railroad monopolies is but 
another evidence of the reluctance or inca­ 
pacity to think at all, which is the real ex­ 
planation of w hat are often erroneously 
called popular mistakes of judgment. 
It 
is not th at the people m ake mistakes of 
judgment, for th at would imply delibera­ 
tion and the balancing of views. 
It is that 
they decline for the most part to think in 
any way, but accept the statements which 
are set before them with the blind unques­ 
tioning faith which was formerly exhibited 
most in regard to religious creeds. 
It is doubtful w hether popular intelli­ 
gence is indeed very much advanced. 
It 
has changed the direction of its credulities, 
but th at is about all it has done. 
It re­ 
quires as much abnegation of individual 
intelligence to credit such wild and pre­ 
posterous statem ents as are just now being 
advanced by the anti-railroad demagogues 
as it formerly did to secure the acceptance 
of 
monkish legends 
and 
superstitious 
fablgs. 
The popular talk about “ monop- 
“ olies” is directly in point. 
W hat is a 
monopoly ? The public as a rule have not 
the remotest idea. 
The word has come to 
be simply abusive, in fact. 
A monopoly is 
an arrangement by which certain parties 
are given the exclusive right to do or make 
or hold something. 
No such thing as a 
monopoly, either in fact or analogy, exists 
in the U nited States to-day. 
It is not in 
the least true, as has been alleged, that 
railroad and other corporations exercise a 
virtual monopoly. 
They do nothing of the 
kind. 
There can be nothing in the form 
of monopoly while the right to build rail­ 
roads anywhere is free to every citizen of 
the U nited States. 
The pretense that es­ 
tablished lines monopolize trade is equally 
false and fabulous. 
To monopolize trade 
means so to control it th at competition is 
impossible, and no such 
condition of 
things exists or ever has existed in this 
country. 
The only virtual monopoly possible un­ 
der the American form of government is 
that which divests the condition of all 
sinister significance. 
T hat is to say that 
the only possible monopoly is that which 
is created by doing something eo much 
better than anyone else does it, that all the 
world will desire to have it done in that 
particular way. 
The tru th is that there 
has hitherto been much more evil caused 
by the absolute freedom of competition 
among us than by any other agency. 
Our 
railroads have frequently bankrupted one 
another by their fierce and relentless rival­ 
ries, and a large proportion of all the rail­ 
road embarrassments which have occurred 
during the last thirty years owe their 
origin to this reckless competition. 
The 
very freedom of trade and enterprise un­ 
der democratic institutions has in this way 
been productive of harm, and to those who 
look beneath the surface nothing can be 
more absurd than the current notions on 
this subject. 
There is no railroad in 
America which is or can be secure against 
competition. 
There is no railroad occu 
pying an advantageous position which is 
not certain to invite competition by its 
prosperity. 
W herever a road has b e n 
built and is seen to be paying well, there 
other capital is certain to set up a rival 
transportation route. 
This is one of the 
laws of trade and of enterprise as uniform 
as the laws of nature, and it constitutes a 
complete protection against any real mo­ 
nopoly. 
If the people would only take the trouble 
to think when propositions arraigning great 
industries and interests are put before 
them, they would avoid many disastrous 
entanglements. 
In this anti-railroad jw ar 
they are practically invited to array them­ 
selves against a line of enterprises abso­ 
lutely essential to the existence of civil­ 
ization, and in which at least three thou­ 
sand million dollars of American capital are 
invested at the present t'm e. 
The chief 
excuse for assaulting the railroads is that 
they are “ monopolies 
and this pretense 
is a stupid and shallow falsehood. 
They 
are no more monopolies than the groceries 
or the butchers or the dry goods stores. 
They are legitimate and wholesome man­ 
ifestations of enterprise and intelligence, 
and those who are attacking them are 
ranting, canting demagogues who desire to 
lift themselves into power by duping the 
people, and who are supported by a set of 
anarchists whose chief aim is the upsetting 
of all existing rational methods of govern­ 
ment, and the substitution of chao9 for 
order.

He is aware that it has been impossible to 
get any anti-polygamy legislation executed 
iu Utah, and that it must continue to be 
impossible to do this just as long as the 
people who believe in polygamy constitute 
three-fourths or four-fifths of the commu­ 
nity. 
And therefore when President Gar­ 
field, knowing all these things, asserts 
that polygamy must and shall be sup­ 
pressed, we can only conclude that he is 
talking to Buncombe, since we cannot be­ 
lieve that he has discovered a new way of 
doing that which he has so often before 
failed to accomplish. 
Polygamy will never 
be suppressed by legislation. 
We make 
bold to hazard that prediction now. 
It 
will, cn the contrary, derive strength and 
support from any hosti'e movement, and 
it will be clung to with increasing fanat­ 
icism the more vigorously it is assaulted. 
It needs no prophetic gift to tell this, for 


An attem pt has recently been made to 
ascertain the percentage of attendance at 
the churches of San Francisco, and though 
the inquiry was not made with great par­ 
ticularity, it seems to be adm itted that its 
resulta are tolerably accurate. 
The con­ 
clusion reached was th at the aggregate at­ 
tendance at all the churches was below 
40,000, in a population of 250,000 at the 
lowest estimate. 
I t is further made clear 
that by far the greater number of the 
church-goers are women and children. 
In 
fact if these were subtracted there would 
remain but a “ beggarly array of empty 
“ benches.” 
Of course 
there has been 
more or less inquiry as to the cause of this 
indifference to public worship, but as the 
investigation has thus far been confined to 
the preachers, the results are naturally quite 
unsatisfactory. 
The truth is that people 
are ceasing to go to church because they 
are ceasiDg to believe the doctrines taught 
there. 
And as this unbelief is the result 
of sober inquiry, and not of caprice or 
malice, it is evident to all but the preach­ 
ers th at this state of things is not likely to 
change in the direction they desire. There 
is but one rational means of overcoming the 
skepticism of the present day, and that is 
by demonstrating the truth of the doctrines 
which the Churches teach. 
They must re­ 
alize, however hard it may he to do so, 
th at the people do not acknowledge the 
force ot 
the old arguments any longer, 
and th at 
it is consequently 
no bet­ 
ter than 
pouring water into a 
sieve 
to bring them 
forward again. 
W hat 
is 
wanted 
on 
the 
part 
of 
the 
Church is new and valid proofs of the 
truth of their assertions. 
Modern science 
and exegetieal skill have completely under­ 
mined all the old clerical positions, and 
they are no longer tenable. 
If it is pos­ 
sible to take up new positions the change 
ought to be made with as little delay as 
possible, for the influence of the churches 
upon society is becoming weaker every 
day, and the men who fill the pulpitB have 
ceased to command the intelligence of the 
world. 
This is what is the m atter with 
the churches, and it is a bad symptom 
that they have been incapable of recogniz­ 
ing the truth themselves. 
I t is not by 
Moody and Sankey revivals that the popu­ 
lar interest in Christianity is to be re­ 
vived. 
It is by making it clear th at it is 
deserving the belief of intelligent beings.

A correspondent of the Cincinnati Oorn- 
mercial writes : 
By far tho most accurate 
estimate of future population ever made in 
this country, or any other, was made by a 
man named Watson in 1815. 
As his pre­ 
dictions were published that year there can 
be no doubt of the genuineness of his 
“ guesses.” 
He predicted th at the popu­ 
lation in 1SS0 would be 56,450,000. 
Of 
course he did not calculate on the war, and 
hence he missed the mark some 5,000,000. 
To show, however, that it was the war 
which put W atson off the track, it is only 
necessary to compare the figures of those 
remarkable predictions with the actual re­ 
sult. 
The prophecies were made in 1815, 
and here is the striking manner in which 
successive censuses have shown their accu­ 
racy : 
Watson’s 
Predictions. 
18-20 ..................................... 9.025,000 
1830......................................12,333,000 
1840......................................17,160,000 
185C......................................23.185,000 
1810 .....................................31,753,000 
Here we tind that in 1815 Mr. Watson 
predicted within about 300,000 of what 
the population of the United States would 
be in 1S60, or 45 years after the recording 
of his prophecy. 
As General Walker says 
in speakiDg of this matter, it almost stag­ 
gers credulity. 
“ That a man, a mere hu­ 
man being,” says General Walker, “ should 
be able to predict fifty years in advance 
the number of inhabitants in a rapidly- 
growing country within a fraction of one 
per cent., seems wonderful almost beyond 
belief.” 
Had the war not intervened, ;t is 
believed that Watson's predictions would 
have held good in 1870 and 1880. 
Bat in 
1870 he was ahead of the census nearly 
4,000,000 and in 1880 nearly 5,000,000. 
The losses of the war, direct and contin­ 
gent, we can never know, but Watson’s 
figures almost absolutely accurate up to the 
war period, would show it to affect us the 
present year to the extent of nearly 5,­ 
000,000. 
That is, had there been no war, 
the present population of the United States 
would be about 55,000,000. 
Watson pre­ 
dicted that the population in 1900 would 
reach 100,000,000, but General Walker 
does not believe it will be over about 80,­ 
000,000.■

W a s h in g t o n , March 22d. — The semi­ 
official announcement that no final decision 
was reached at the Cabinet meeting to-day 
in regard to the extra session question is re­ 
garded as a strong indication that no call wiil 
be issued. The various arguments outlined 
in last night’s dispatches, averse to the 
issuance of a call, have evidently to-day 
gained great currency among the Republican 
Senators and Representatives, for many who 
have heretofore advocated an exlra session, 
for the purpose of enacting a funding law, 
are now convinced that no measure satisfac­ 
tory to their party would have any assured 
chance of passage at present, and while the 
pressure in favor of an extra session has 
about exhausted its force, the opposition is 
hourly becoming more powerful. 
Prote.-ts, 
di-ectly or indirectly addressed to Presideut 
Garfield, are pouring in from representatives 
of bu-iness interests of all the principal cities. 
All the Republican members of the Senate 
Financa Y-’ommittee, together with Senators 
Bayard and McPhersoD, two of the Demo­ 
cratic members, have unitedly advised the 
President agaii st the issuance of the proposed 
call for refunding purposes this summer, and 
Secretary Windoni has expressed a decided 
opinion that the Treasury Department will be 
abundantly able to take care cf the maturing 
debt for the remainder of the calendar year 
without any additional authority from Con­ 
gress, to as great an extent and with as satis­ 
factory a saving of expenditures for interest 
as could be reasonably hoped for if Congress 
was convened in May. On the whole, the 
outlook to-night indicates tbat the idea of 
convening an extra session th¡3 spring will 
be abandoned, aud that if Congress be con­ 
vened in advance of its regular session the 
date will be fixed for about the middle of 
October. 
A fresh installment of office-seekers have 
put in at this port within the last twenty 
four hours, taking tbe place of the disheart­ 
ened ones who are now walking home. 
Indi­ 
ana and Kentucky “ seekers ” are especially 
numerous. 
A rumor is abroad that the Pres­ 
ident intends to shake up the general offices 
in Indiana, and there are from six to fifteen 
applicants for each place. The Kentucky 
ones who are here are clamoriog for the Dis­ 
trict Attorneyship. This office has been \ u- 
cant by reason of resignation for two weeks. 
Meanwhile applicants are around the White 
House and bother the President to distrac­ 
tion. The Pennsylvania offi - e-seekers rre 
also conspicuous. 
There are three good fat 
offices at Pittsburg, for which there are 
twenty ravenous applicants. In Philadelphia 
there is a Surveyorehip of the Port to be 
filled, with twelve anxious patriots waiting. 
For small offices, such as Department clerk­ 
ships, the candidates are beyond calculation. 
Every Congressman has from a dozen to fifty 
to propose for. 
Meanwhile the worry is beginning to tell 
on the President. 
He complains that his ap­ 
petite is failing him, that his sleep at night is 
disturbed, and his general health is broken 
up. 
Under the advise of his friends he began 
yesterday taking out-door exercise on horse­ 
back. 
A t 3 o’clock he left the White House, 
accompanied by his private secretary, mount­ 
ed a spirited horse and rode out into the 
country. 
He looked jaded and worn. 
The 
President sits a horse well. 
From the start 
he went off at full gallop, looking neither to 
the right nor left. After the experience he 
has had for more thin three week with appli­ 
cants for office, he is in a condition of mind 
no doubt to prepare the message which he 
foreshadowed ia his inaugural, recommend­ 
ing tha passage of a law to insure fixity in 
terms and tenure of ail public offices. 
The nominations sent in to-day for the va­ 
rious New York Marshalships and District 
Attorneyship are all of pronounced Conklir.g 
men, and with one exception are all reap­ 
pointments of officers whose appointments 
were originally procured by him, and whom 
President llayes ineffectually endeavored to 
displace by tho nominations of Foster, Shep­ 
ard, Jacobs and others, which expired with­ 
out action with the last Congress.

Mr. Johnson was nominated at 
the instance of Senator McMillan. 


SENATE l'ROCEEDINGS. 
W ashington, March 22d.—Voorhees of­ 
fered a resolution that tho hostile attitude as­ 
sumed by the national banks towards fund­ 
ing the national debt at low iDtereBt, and the 
recent attempt to dictate the legislation of 
Congress on the 6ubieot, are contrary to the 
interests of the people aud calculated to cre­ 
ate alarm for the future. 
Voorhees said he wished to make a few re­ 
marks, but Morrill raised the point that be­ 
ing new legislative business it was out of or­ 
der. 
Ferry sustained the point, and Voorhees 
said that ho had no idea that legislative acts 
might not be done here. He understood that 
the precedents rau the other way. 
Conkliug suggested that Voorhees let it he 
until to-morrow, when the Senators could 
look up the 1-iw and precedents.

GOVERNMENT. 
C h icag o , March 221.—The Inter-Ocean’s 
Washington special says : The Auditor of 
Railroad Accounts will in a few days bring 
the case of the Central Pacific to the atte n- 
tion of the Attorney-General. 
He hopes to 
begin early in the Administration, and at­ 
tempt to secure au adjustment of the contro­ 
versy. The last Administration, it is claimed, 
let the case go by default, because it did not 
take a tangible shape until so near the end 
of Hayes’ term that the Attorney-General 
was unwilling to open it when he could not 
hope to turn it over to his successor in a com­ 
pleted condition. 
Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh can start fresh with it, and if the re­ 
ports of the Auditor are true he will have a 
herculean task on his hands, whose accom­ 
plishment will reflect credit upon him, and 
whose failure will be very damaging to the 
Government. 
It is alleged that for the two 
and a half years ending with 1880 there was 
due the Government from the road over 
$3,000,000 in money alone, while all that will 


be collected for that period will be about 
§724,000. 
A LONG PENDING LAND CASE DECIDED. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
March 
221.— Secretary 
Kirkwood has approved the decision of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
that the lands embraced in the old Cherokee 
reservation, so-called, near Dardanelle, are 
not subject to entry and are not included in 
the grant to the Little Rock and Fort Smith 
Railroad Company. Congressional legisla­ 
tion to extinguish the reservation is sug­ 
gested. 
Also the prior ascertainment of any 
valid Indian claims, and that actual settlers 
on the reservation lie protected in their home­ 
stead rights. The question relative to this 
reservation has been pending before the In­ 
terior Department since 1828.

A t about half-past 2 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, when the officer in charge at the city 
prison, accompanied by a couple of trusties, 
went to the cells to carry the afternoon meal 
to the prisoners, Charles Campbell, wbo was 
arrested for stealing $600 from Coyle, on the 
Jackson road, and for other crimes, wasfound 
lying upon his face on his *bed, weltering in 
bicod, and apparently dead. 
They a t once 
notified the Chief th at Campbell had cut his 
throat and was dead. 
The Chief gave orders 
th at nothing be said to M rs. Campbell, who 
was also confined at the jail as an accom­ 
plice in his crimes, aud the work of investi­ 
gation was commenced. 
U pon going to 
Campbell’s cell it was found th a t he was not 
dead. 
H e a t first appeared unc nscious, but 
beiug moved, revived and spoke. 
I t was 
found upon examination th at his throat was 
not cut, but he had opened the artery on the 
inside of the left arm at the elbow, and had 
bled until his bad and clothing were thorough­ 
ly saturated with blood, and he would soon 
have cheated the State out of a convict had 
it not been discovered. 
The method by 
which he accomplished the act was somewhat 
novel aud probably prearranged. H e claimed 
some days since to be suffering severely from 
a cold and upon request was given by the a t­ 
tending physician some medicine in a vial. 
This he has had in his cel] since, and yester­ 
day he broke the vial and cut the artery with 
the edge of the broken glass. 
A physician was called, aDd the blood 
shipped. 
The would be suicide offered r.o 
resistance to being saved from the result of 
his attem pt, aud looked on as if it was a 
m att-r th at concerned him as weli as the 
l>o'i?e. 
I t was found that although he had 
lost heavily of bad blood, he still had a 
sufficient supply left to last him and he will 
soon be all right, unless he should persist and 
reopen the arm. 
lie gave as a reason for the act th at he was 
despondent from being kept aloe.e, but after­ 
wards said he was sorry for it and would not 
make such an attem pt again. 
Upon a newspaper he had in his cell he 
bad w ritten his parting messages to his wife. 
A t one place he wrote “ M y poor wife for 
life,” and at another “ Good-bye, darling 
Mary, may God forgive m e,” and signed it 
Charles.

THE CZAR’S FUNERAL 


Continuation of the Description 
of the Affair. 


[SPE C IA L BY TELEG R A PH . TO T H E R E C O E fi-l'X IO X ] 


Nf.w Y o rk , M arch 23J.—Following L a 
continuation of the George Augustus Sala’s 
description of the removal of the Czar’s body 
from the W inter Palace to Cathedral Sts. 
Peter and Paul, prevented coming yesterday 
owing to a disarrangement of the cable : 


t h e procession. 
In the procession, after the G rand Dukes 
and Princes, walked the Generals and aids- 
de-camp of the Em peror with the aids-de- 
camp and suites of their Im perial Highnesses 
and tiie foreign Princes. 
Then, preceded by 
a com; any of grenadiers of the palace, ap­ 
proached the stately mourning coach of the 
Empress and her children, accompanied by 
Princess M arie Paulsoua, wife of Grand 
Luke V ladim ir. 
The 
windows of the 
carriages were flunked by two esquires- 
at-arms. 
and 
the 
rear 
was 
guarded 
by a couple of Cossacks. 
Almost similarly 
escorted, drove in one of the mourning car­ 
riages, G rand Duchess Alexandria Joseph- 
evens, daughter of the late Duke Saxealten- 
burg, and wife of Grand Duke Constantine, 
Olgo Feodorvina, Princess jf Baden, and 
wife of G rand Duke Michael, with the 
Duchess of Edinburgh. 
Iu another carriage 
was Princess Marie Maxmilianovna, Princess 
Ivomanskoky, Duchess Luchtenburg, Therese 
Petrovna, Princess Eugenie Maximilianovnn 
of Oldenburg and Duchess Helene Georgie- 
vona of M ecklenburg-Strelitz. 
Following 
these came the ladies of honor attending the 
Princess. 
Then the great court offi rials, 
with chamberlains, gentlemen in waiting, his 
late M ajesty’s physicians, body servants, etc., 
five companies from as many regiments of 
guards, one battery of artillery, two squad­ 
rons of cavalry, another battery of horse 
artillery, and finally a squadron from the 
School of Cavalry. 
Meanwhile the black 
flag, bearing the cipher of the deceased Czar 
embroidered in white, had been hoisted to 
the tall gilded spire on the cathedral within 
the fortress. 
AT THE CATHEDRAL. 
The center of the nave of the cathedral was 
filled by the huge catafalque with its cloth of 
gold lined w ith ermine, rising to the very roof 
of the edifice. 
Beneath this was a dais with 
three grades, covered with crimson velvet, 
while the surrounding pillars of the cata­ 
falque were shrouded alternately with dra­ 
peries of cloth of gold and cloth of silver, 
bearing the monogram of the lamented Czar. 
In accordance with the Russian custom, black 
draperies are but Ecantily employed in the 
interior of churches. 
A t length the head of 
the cortege, consisting of the personal escort 
of his late M ajesty’s brilliant bank cuirassieis 
with 
white 
tunics 
and 
Bilvered 
helmets, 
mounted 
on 
superb 
black 
chargers, 
appeared 
at 
the 
Ivanovskina 
gite. 
The 
foreign 
Embassadors 
and 
Embassadoresses, M inisters Plenipotentiary 
and consorts, with members of the respective 
Legations, ladies in waiting, maids of honor 
of the late Empress, Senators and such high 
Russian officials whose rank entitles them to 
place in 
the 
church, ranged themselves 
around the steps of the catafalque, anxiously 
watching for the bringing in of the illustrious 
dead. 
Bishops, priests aud deacons in table 
velvets stiff with silver embroidery, chor­ 
isters and acolytes in cossack of black serge, 
stood in readiness, expectant, and immobile 
in dead silence. 
Then m utely filed into the 
church the great body of officers of superior 
rank, bearing on cushions decorations, crosses, 
badges, crowns and diadems, all intermingled 
into such 


GLIMMERING, GLISTENING COSFUSION 
T hat the scene could only be likened to some 
swollen river full of gold and silver, fresh 
flowing into a sea of lapis lazuli and dia­ 
monds. 
These stood around the head of the 
coffin in a semi-circle. 
The regalia was ar­ 
ranged on either side of the Im perial stand­ 
ard. 
To the left lay a shield and sword, and 
on the right were the orb sceptres, crusted 
with brilliants and surm ounted one by a 
matchless sapphire and the other by the 
celebrated Orloff diamond. 
Adjoining these 
were the crowns of all the kingdoms and prin­ 
cipalities which together make up the Em ­ 
pire of all Russia, in delicate oriental metal 
work and uncut precious stones. 
Greater 
than ail these was the Im perial crown itself, 
matchless in beaut}’, showing reslpendent in 
jeweled luster. 
Then followed tie body of 
the deceased Czar in sumptuous gilt coffin, 
borne by the G rand Dukes Constantine, 
Nicholas, V ladim ir, Paul, Sergiu3 and the 
Duke of Edinburgh. 
I t was reverently, 
placed exactly beneath the center of the 
dome of the catafalque. 
The Em peror and 
his brother removed the lid from the bier, 
and the upper part of 
THE BODY OF THE DEAD CZAR, 
A ttired in the uniform of the Preobaj inski 
guard regiment, was exposed to view. 
Em ­ 
peror Alexander II I . placed himself, with 
the Empress and Im perial children, a t the 
head of Uie coffin, the priests and choristeis 
intoned the dirges of the Russian funeral 
service, while the m etropolitan handed each 
person present a lighted taper and the dea­ 
cons asperged the church with holy water. 
The scene was one of great splendor. 
A t 
the lecturn st iod black-robed priests reading 
the words of the gospel in sonorous Slavp- 
nian-Rus3ian. 
A t the four corners of the 
catafalque 
stood as 
m any aids-de-camp- 
general. 
Motionless on the steps of the dias 
were a guard of m ilitary cadets. 
Ia the 
midst of all this splendor lay the mur­ 
dered sovereign w ith a ghastly upturned 
face and folded 
hands. 
The lower part 
of 
the 
body 
was 
completely 
hidden 
under a heap of fresh flowers, deposited by 
loving hands. 
W hen the service was con­ 
cluded Alexander II I ., kneeliDg on one knee, 
kissed the hand of his dead father. 
The 
Empress followed his example, then bowing 
slightly to persons in the vicinity the Im ­ 
perial 
couple 
left 
the 
Cathedral. 
The 
Duchess 
of 
Edinbnrgh 
and 
the 
Grand 
Duchesses present were successively con­ 
ducted to the coffin to pay the last tribute of 
love and reverence to the murdered sovereign. 
Then followed all the Im perial royal mourn­ 
ers, foreign princes and members of the corps 
diplomatic. 
They 
gazed 
awhile 
at the 
features, which, although altered, were yet 
easily recognizable. 
Then, stooping, they 
kissed with reverence the hand th at had 
signed the liberation of 40,000,000 serfs. 
The corpse will be in state until Saturday in 
the shadow of the clustered columns that 
stand about the plain-topped tombs of white 
marble. 
Beside the tomb of the late E m ­ 
press is a vacant space where, according to 
his expressed wish, will repose the remains of 
Alexander II. forever.

A P P E A R A N C E O F T H E C Z A R A F T E R E M B A L M IN G . 
Sala sends a ghastly description of the late 
Czar's appearance alter embalming, as shown 
by photographs offered for sale in St. Peters­ 
burg. 
H e sa y s: “ The features are seen in 
profile. 
The left side of the face is exposed. 
The sparse hair is carefully broshed from the 
temples, the grizzled mustache and whiskers 
are carefully trimmed and kept ; but the eyes 
are mere sunken wrecks, and there seems to 
have been a dire wound on th “ cheek, the 
marks of which have been partially concealed 
by art. 
The head reposes on pillows of white 
satin. 
The body is clothed in the green uni­ 
form tunic of the Preohajinski Guards, with 
massive epaulettes of gold bullion. The light 
hand, partly bent, rests peacefully on the 
breast close to the medallion of some image 
sacred to the Russia-Greek communion. B ut 
with this head and torso ends, they say, ail 
that remains of the m ortal coil of Alexander 
II., there being nothing more of the shat­ 
tered form for the craftsmen of all Egyptian 
m ystery to work their gloomy skill upon. 


From the trunk downward the destruction 
caused by the explosion had been thorough. 


DUKE AND D l’CHESS O F EDINBURGH. 
Another correspondent gives the following 
details, relating to the Duke and Dache s of 
Edinburgh : The Duchess of Edinburgh bears 
her great loss w ith characteristic fortitude. 
On her arrival last week, and after visiting 
the chamber of death, she was greatly over­ 
come, and 6Íeep refused to assuage her grief. 
The next morning, however, she visited the 
principal U rieffat and remained more than an 
hour. 
In the evening the Duke and Duchess, 
incognito, paid a v isit’to the spot where the 
fatal bomb struck the Emperor. 
This is 
now inclosed and planted with cypress trees 
at each 
corner, 
the 
intervening 
space 
being covered with memorial wreaths and 
with Ikon, a sacred picture, placed at one 
end, a silver lam p burning before it. 
Here 
the Duchess remained praying for some min­ 
utes. 
Tiie people standing uear, seeing a 
lady in deep mourning kneeling in the snow, 
were much moved. 
This spot, as m ight be 
expected, is visited by crowds daily. 
I t may 
bs from natural or morbid curiosity on the 
part of some, but also from unaffected rev- 
erencj aud esteem on the part of others. 
The m unicipality has decide! to build a me­ 
morial church on the spot, in accordance 
with the wish of Alexander Iff. 


RUSSIA AND THE NIHILISTS. 
Sala contributes a long article on “ Rum ia 
and the N ihilists,” lo the Paris Fiyuro. 
He 
ridicules the idea th at it is possible to found 
a republic in Russia in the present state of 
Russian society. 
The 60,000,000 peasants, 
forming the greater part of the nation, are 
ignorant, isolated and wholly devoted to the 
Czar. 
The popular element iu the town3 is 
powerless for revolution, and if th 3 Nihilists 
continua their poli y of blood and violence 
we may some day witness the spectacle o f an 
infuriated peasantry rushing blindly t o the 
rescue of their “ L yttle F ather,” bent on in­ 
discriminate slaughter. 
“ Modern Russia,” 
says Sala, “ will probably be bom of politic: 1 
and social facts borrowed fro® all the nations 
of Europe. 
I t will be the work cot of theor­ 
ists, but of tim e and circumstances.” 
A dispatch from Geneva states th at the 
correspondent of the Intransir/eant is sup­ 
posed to be Dragaunoff, the reputed chief of 
the Nihilists, anil declares th at lloussakoff 
and Jelliboff have been mercilessly put to 
torture in the presence of General Lcis 
Melikoff. 
Roussaktff was electricizsd by 
powerful batteries and forced by the intoler­ 
able agony he suffered to answer the ques­ 
tions put to him.
